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TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE  UCKFIELD 

RURAL  DISTRICT  COUNCIL 


I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1952.  The 
report  is  prepared  on  the  lines  indicated  in  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  No. 
2/53,  dated  22nd  January,  1953. 

The  Crude  Birth  Rate  is  12.59  per  thousand  of  the  population  and  corrected 
for  comparability  in  age  and  sex  distribution  with  the  country  as  a  whole, 
this  becomes  14.10.  The  Birth  Rate  for  England  and  Wales  is  15.3. 

The  Crude  Death  Rate  is  13.91  per  thousand  of  the  population  and  corrected 
for  comparability  in  age  and  sex  distribution  with  the  country  as  a  whole, 
this  becomes  10.71.  The  Death  Rate  for  England  and  Wales  is  11.3. 

The  Tuberculosis  death  rate  is  0.23  compared  with  0.24  for  England 
and  Wales. 


Infectious  Disease. 

Four  hundred  and  sixty-four  cases  of  infectious  disease  were  notified  during 
the  year  —  four  hundred  and  fifty-six  less  than  in  1951.  Of  this  total,  three 
hundred  and  ninety-five  were  cases  of  Measles. 

Only  ten  cases  of  Whooping  Cough  were  notified.  This  was  the  lowest 
figure  ever  recorded  since  the  disease  became  notifiable  in  1940. 

Enteric  Group. 

No  cases  of  paratyphoid  fever  were  notified  during  the  year. 


Food  Poisoning. 

Two  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  reported  during  the  year. 

Dysentery. 

Two  cases  of  dysentery  were  notified.  One  case  was  due  to  B.  Sonnei 
and  the  other  to  Amoeba  Coli. 

Vaccination. 

During  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1952,  the  numbers  of  vaccinations 
carried  out  at  Clinics  or  reported  by  general  medical  practitioners  in  age  groups 
were  : —  0-1  yr.  345  ;  1-4  yrs.  29  ;  5-14  yrs.  11  ;  15  yrs.  and  over  10  ;  making  a 
total  of  395.  The  number  of  re-vaccinations  were  :  1-4  yrs.  14  ;  5-14  yrs.  13  ; 
15  yrs.  and  over  123  ;  making  a  total  of  150. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation. 

The  percentage  of  immunised  children  in  the  5-15  age  group  is  99.2  for 
the  year  under  review,  which  is  the  same  as  for  1951.  In  the  1-5  age  group 
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there  has  been  a  slight  increase  in  the  percentage,  94.9  as  compared  with 
94  in  1951. 

One  hundred  and  sixty-four  children  in  the  1-5  age  group  and  forty-three 
in  the  5-15  age  group  were  immunised  during  the  year. 

Three  hundred  and  ninety-seven  children  were  given  “  boosting  ”  doses 
on  entering  school. 

Three  hundred  and  twenty-five  children  under  one  year  of  age  were 
immunised,  an  increase  of  two  hundred  and  thirty-four  over  the  previous  year. 

The  percentage  of  immunised  children  in  the  district,  from  0-15  years 
of  age,  is  92.6,  the  highest  yet  recorded. 

For  the  sixth  year  in  succession  no  case  of  diphtheria  was  notified  in  the 
district. 

Tuberculosis. 

The  table  on  page  16  shows  the  incidence  of  tuberculosis.  The  pre¬ 
ponderance  of  cases  is  of  the  respiratory  type. 

National  Assistance  Acts,  1948  and  1951. 

During  the  year  the  Council  have  arranged  for  the  burial  of  one  person 
under  the  provisions  of  Section  50  of  the  Act,  the  total  cost  of  the  funeral 
amounting  to  £20  13s.  Od.  The  deceased  did  not  qualify  for  a  death  grant  from 
the  National  Insurance  Scheme. 

An  Order  under  Section  1  (3)  of  the  National  Assistance  (Amendment), 
Act,  1951,  was  made  for  the  maintenance  and  detention  of  an  aged  person 
who  was  living  in  insanitary  conditions.  This  person  was  removed  to  an  Old 
People’s  Home  and  subsequently  transferred  to  a  hospital. 

Food  Hygiene. 

Steady  progress  has  been  maintained  in  the  district  in  the  enforcement 
of  the  Food  Byelaws  made  under  Section  15  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938. 
I  stated  in  a  previous  report  that  spectacular  results  could  not  be  expected, 
but  now,  three  years  after  the  adoption  of  the  byelaws,  very  definite  im¬ 
provements  in  the  handling  and  display  of  foodstuffs  in  shops  is  apparent. 

Marked  improvements  in  this  district  are  to  be  noted  in  the  butchers  and 
fishmongers  shops  where  refrigerated  show  cases  or  glass  screens  are  now  the 
rule  rather  than  the  exception  ;  and  in  the  general  grocery  stores  where,  as  a 
result  of  informal  action,  cooked  meat,  bacon,  butter  and  other  similar  com¬ 
modities  are  protected  on  the  counter  by  means  of  glass  screens. 

Cake  and  pastry  shops  have  received  particular  attention,  and  although 
some  of  the  smaller  shop-keepers  have  readily  provided  display  cabinets,  the 
problem  has  proved  more  difficult  in  the  larger  shops.  This  is  due  mainly  to 
the  expense  that  would  be  involved  in  fitting  glass  backs  or  doors  to  the  existing 
shop  window  space.  As  long  as  the  confectioner  persists  in  displaying  so  many 
of  his  creations  in  the  window,  the  problem  of  protection  against  contamination 
by  flies,  wasps,  and  the  customer,  will  remain.  How  much  more  hygienic 
it  would  be  if  the  window  was  dressed  with  a  few  choice  attractions  and  the 
food  actually  for  sale  kept  under  cover  in  the  shop. 

Frequent  and  regular  visits  have  been  made  throughout  the  year  to  all 
cafes,  restaurants,  snack  bars,  hotels  and  public  houses.  The  standard  of 
cleanliness  in  these  premises  has  been  maintained,  and  in  some  cases  improved. 
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There  are  no  large  cafes  or  restaurants  in  this  district  and  consequently  the 
staffs  are  small  and  usually  under  the  personal  supervision  of  the  owner  of  the 
business.  This  situation  tends  to  keep  the  standard  of  personal  cleanliness 
very  high.  Washing-up  routines  have  been  investigated  in  these  premises  and 
improvements  have  been  effected  where  necessary. 

To  sum  up,  it  can  be  said  that  in  the  field  of  food  hygiene  it  has  been  a 
year  of  steady  routine  inspections  with  encouraging  results.  Education  seems 
to  be  the  key-note  of  success  in  a  clean-food  campaign  —  not  only  education 
of  the  food  handlers  but  of  the  general  public  as  well.  If  housewifes  really 
understood  the  dangers  of  careless  handling  and  patronised  only  the  cleanest 
food  shops,  then  surely  competition  would  quickly  raise  the  general  standard 
of  cleanliness. 


Housing. 

The  Council  has  completed  eight  hundred  and  fifty-three  new  houses 
since  the  war,  yet  the  waiting  list  of  applicants  for  Council  houses  is  as  long 
as  ever.  The  Housing  Manager  has  prepared  a  short  summary  of  the  claims 
made  by  applicants  for  houses,  and  it  would  appear  improbable  that  many 
can  hope  to  be  provided  from  any  other  source.  Even  in  a  rural  district  the 
greatest  single  contribution  the  local  authority  can  make  towards  the  health 
and  welfare  of  the  inhabitants  is  the  provision  of  adequate  housing  accom¬ 
modation.

Laboratory  Facilities. 

The  arrangements  which  were  made  for  the  examination  of  specimens 
taken  for  the  diagnosis  and  control  of  infectious  diseases,  with  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory,  Royal  Sussex  County  Hospital,  Brighton  (telephone 
number  Brighton  23506),  continued  throughout  the  year  and  proved  to  be 
very  satisfactory. 

Medical  practitioners  send  specimens  direct  to  the  laboratory  and  receive 
a  report  by  telephone,  a  written  copy  of  the  report  being  sent  to  this  office. 
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Specimens  may  be  sent  to  reach  the  laboratory  any  time  up  to  7  o’clock 
from  Mondays  to  Fridays  and  before  12.30  p.m.  on  Saturdays. 

Urgent  examinations  may  be  carried  out  at  other  times  by  arrangement 
with  the  Director,  Doctor  Jameson  (telephone  number  Brighton  56960). 


Ambulance  Services. 


It  continues  to  be  the  duty  of  the  County  Council,  under  the  provisions 
of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  to  ensure  that  ambulances  are 
available  where  necessary  to  convey  persons  suffering  from  illness  from  places 
in  their  area  to  places  in  or  outside  their  area. 

In  East  Sussex  this  is  being  done  mainly  by  arrangement  with  the  St. 
John’s  Ambulance  Brigade,  the  British  Red  Cross  Society  and  other  voluntary 
organisations. 

A  day  and  night  ambulance  service  is  available  and  calls  are  accepted 
from  doctors,  nurses,  midwives  and  hospitals  in  the  area.  Only  in  cases  of 
accidents  or  other  sudden  emergencies  are  calls  accepted  direct  from  members 
of  the  public.

Legal  Action. 

In  two  instances  it  was  necessary  to  institute  legal  proceedings  under 
Section  93  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  to  obtain  compliance  with  Abate¬ 
ment  Notices  requiring  two  owners  to  carry  out  certain  repairs  to  dwelling 
houses  under  their  control. 

In  the  first  case  the  Court  made  a  Nuisance  Order  requiring  the  owner, 
within  a  period  of  six  months,  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  Abate¬ 
ment  Notice,  and  awarded  costs  of  £3  10s.  6d.  to  the  District  Council. 

In  the  second  case  the  Court  made  a  Nuisance  Order  requiring  the  owner, 
within  a  period  of  one  month,  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  Abate¬ 
ment  Notice.  The  owner  was  fined  £3  Os.  0d.,  and  £3  3s.  Od.  costs  were  awarded 
to  the  District  Council. 

In  both  cases  the  work  was  subsequently  carried  out  in  accordance  with 
the  Court  Orders. 

Legal  action  was  also  taken  under  the  provisions  of  Section  50  of  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1936,  to  obtain  compliance  with  an  Abatement  Notice 
requiring  the  occupant  of  a  restaurant  to  prevent  an  overflow  from  her  cesspool 
onto  adjacent  land. 


BYE-LAWS  RELATING  TO  HOP-PICKERS 

Nineteen  visits  were  made  to  the  five  farms  where  imported  hop-pickers 
were  employed.  A  total  of  eighty-one  lodgings  were  in  use  on  these  farms  and 
the  sixty-six  families  in  occupation  comprised  seventeen  males,  eighty-four 
females  and  eighty-three  children. 

Four  preliminary  notices  were  served  during  the  hop-picking  season  re¬ 
lating  to  improvements  to  closet  accommodation  and  one  for  the  removal 
of  an  accummulation  of  refuse. 

The  requirements  of  these  notices  were  carried  out  without  serious  delay.

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INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 


Milk  Supplies. 

Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations,  1949. 

During  the  year,  the  names  of  three  new  distributors  were  placed  on  the 
register,  making  a  total  of  twenty-five. 

In  each  case  the  distributor’s  premises  complied  with  the  requirements 
of  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations. 

Three  hundred  and  ninety-five  visits  were  made  to  dairy  premises  and  no 
serious  contravention  of  the  Regulations  occurred  during  the  year.  In  three 
cases  informal  action  became  necessary  to  obtain  an  improvement  in  the  manner 
in  which  dairying  equipment  was  stored. 

Milk  sold  in  the  District  in  the  raw  state  is  tested  regularly  for  the  presence 
of  Tubercle  Bacilli  and  Brucella  ;  and  of  the  one  hundred  and  seventy-six 
samples  taken  during  the  course  of  the  year  seven  were  found  to  be  infected 
with  Brucella  Abortus. 

All  the  samples  proved  to  be  negative  to  Tuberculosis,  which  compared 
favourably  with  the  previous  year’s  record  of  three  positive  results  from  a 
total  of  one  hundred  and  ninety- two  samples  of  milk  taken. 


Brucellosis. 

In  my  report  for  the  year  1951  I  referred  to  the  statutory  powers  conferred 
on  local  authorities  to  stop  or  restrict  the  sale  for  human  consumption  of  milk 
infected  with  diseases  of  bovine  origin. 

Particular  attention  was  drawn  to  the  action  taken  to  prevent  the  spread 
of  undulant  fever  which  is  caused  by  the  consumption  of  raw  milk  infected 
with  brucella  organisms. 

In  the  cases  of  the  seven  samples  found  this  year  to  be  so  infected,  the 
supplies  of  the  producers’  concerned  were  diverted  to  approved  Pasteurising 
Establishments  for  heat  treatment  and  alternative  supplies  were  made 
available  to  the  distributors  until  such  time  as  the  infected  animals  had  been 
removed  from  the  milking  herds. 

Quarter  samples  of  milk  were  subsequently  taken  from  the  cows  in  each 
herd  so  that  the  infected  animals  could  be  located. 

The  following  table  gives  the  number  of  infected  animals  found  in  each 
herd  and  the  action  taken  by  the  farmer  concerned  to  comply  with  the  re¬ 
requirements  of  the  Regulations.

The  regulations  provide,  subject  to  certain  conditions,  for  the  payment  of 
compensation  to  a  dairy  farmer  for  any  damage  or  loss  sustained  by  reason  of  a 
notice  served  upon  him  in  relation  to  milk  infected  with  Brucella.  Such  com¬ 
pensation  is  paid  by  the  local  authority  in  whose  district  the  registered  premises 
are  situate,  75  per  cent,  being  re-payable  by  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

Claims  for  compensation,  based  on  the  cost  of  heat  treatment  and  transport 
of  the  infective  supplies  to  an  approved  pasteurising  establishment,  have  been 
received  from  three  of  the  seven  dairy  farmers  involved. 

Rinse  Tests. 

In  addition  to  the  sampling  of  milk  supplies,  the  attention  of  the  various 
distributors  has  been  drawn  to  the  necessity  of  properly  cleansing  and  sterilising 
their  dairying  equipment. 

In  this  connection  eleven  sets  of  milk  bottles  were  submitted  to  the 
Bacteriologist  for  cleansing  tests  with  the  following  results  : — 

7 — Satisfactory. 

3 — Fairly  satisfactory. 

1 — Unsatisfactory. 

The  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector  is  investigating  the  cause  of  the  unsatis¬ 
factory  result  and  further  tests  will  be  taken  during  the  coming  year.

Of  the  total  amount  of  milk  distributed  daily  94  per  cent,  is  graded  milk 
and  6  per  cent,  ungraded.  74  per  cent,  is  Pasteurised  milk. 

When  the  Minister  of  Food  considers  that  conditions  warrant  it,  he  may, 
under  the  provisions  of  the  Act,  “  specify  ”  an  area  in  which  only  designated 
milk  may  be  sold  by  retail. 

Before  making  an  order  in  relation  to  any  area,  the  Minister  must  consult 
with  such  representative  organisations  as  appear  to  him  substantially  to 
represent  the  interests  concerned  with  the  purposes  of  the  Order. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  above  table  that  only  a  small  proportion  of  the 
milk  sold  in  this  district  is  ungraded,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  area  may 
soon  be  “  specified  ”  under  the  Act.

The  consolidated  grant  of  50  per  cent,  of  approved  net  expenditure 
incurred  in  the  maintenance  of  rodent  control  has  been  continued  by  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries.

The  Housing  Manager  has  written  the  following  comment  on  the  state 
of  the  waiting  list  : — 

Although  the  Council  has  built  eight  hundred  and  fifty-three  houses  since 
the  war,  the  number  of  families  on  the  waiting  list  has  increased  for  the 
following  reasons  : — 

(a)  The  number  of  vacancies  in  existing  private  houses  available  for  letting 
is  very  small.  Due  to  the  high  cost  of  repairs  and  the  working  of  the  Rent 
Restrictions  Acts,  when  such  houses  become  vacant  they  are  not  usually 
re-let  but  are  sold  at  prices  beyond  the  means  of  the  average  applicant, 
who  may  not  have  the  reserve  money  to  spend  on  expansive  repairs  and 
finds  difficulty  in  obtaining  an  adequate  loan  for  the  purchase  of  old 
property. 

(b)  There  has  been  no  large  scale  building  by  private  enterprise  of  houses  to 
sell  where  the  price  is  within  the  means  of  the  large  proportion  of  appli¬ 
cants  ;  and  without  subsidy  this  is  unlikely  to  occur. 

(c)  Additional  applications  during  1952  were  received  at  an  average  rate  of 
thirty-eight  per  month  from  the  following  : — 


1.  Newly  married  couples  wanting  a  home  of  their  own. 

2.  Applicants  whose  work  is  transferred  to  this  area. 

3.  Families  who  are  evicted  from  service  cottages  for  various  reasons. 
The  wage  earner  may  reach  retirement  age,  may  have  to  change  his 
occupation  for  health  reasons,  or  may  have  to  leave  due  to  estates 
and  farms  changing  hands. 

4.  Regular  servicemen  whose  term  of  service  ends  and  who  have 
occupied  service  quarters  and  previously  lived  in  the  area  or  now 
obtain  work  here. 

5.  A  small  number  of  applicants  occupying  old  cottages  and  who 
either  need  larger  accommodation  or  whose  health  is  affected  by 
dampness,  lack  of  modern  conveniences,  etc. 

6.  Families  evicted  from  furnished  rooms  where  the  house  changes 
hands  ;  or  where,  as  in  many  cases,  difficulties  arise  over  sharing  a 
house  when  a  young  couple  start  a  family. 

7.  The  expansion  or  variation  in  the  use  of  farm  land  involving  additional 
farm  workers  requiring  housing  accommodation.

In  connection  with  the  pipework,  water  is  being  temporarily  pumped 
from  Quabrook  to  a  small  steel  tank  at  Wych  Cross,  en  route  to  Danehill. 
The  Convent  of  Notre  Dame  is  also  supplied  from  the  same  pipeline. 

When  the  Weir  Wood  source  of  supply  is  available  and  water  is  pumped 
therefrom  to  a  permanent  reservoir  at  Wych  Cross,  the  flow  of  water  will  be 
reversed  from  Wych  Cross  to  Hartfield.

The  treatment  works  consist  of  sedimentation  tanks,  screening  chamber, 
percolating  filter  and  humus  chambers,  together  with  sludge  drying  beds  and 
pumps  for  lifting  sludge  licquor  to  the  sedimentation  tanks  for  re-treatment. 

The  works  have  been  designed  for  an  ultimate  population,  in  the  case  of 
Fairwarp  of  250  and,  in  the  case  of  Five  Ashes,  520,  the  present  population  of 
the  areas  sewered  being,  Fairwarp  228  and  Five  Ashes  340.
